EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Au- 
gust 9.—Notwithstanding the effects of yes- 
terday’s operation, the President slept the 
greater part of the night without the use of 
an anodyne. The febrile rise of yesterday 
afternoon slowly subsided during the night. 
This morning at 8:30 his pulse is 98; tem- 
perature 99.8; respiration 19. Since yester- 
day afternoon small quantities of liquid 
nourishment, given at short intervals, have 
been retained, and this morning larger quan- 
tities are being administered without gastric 
disturbances.

EXECUTIVE MaNsIon, August 9%.—The 
President at this hour is resting comforta- 
bly. He has taken nourishment quite fre- 
quently during the morning and relished it. 
Dr. Reyburn says the pulse and temperature 
are at present perceptibly lower than the 
morning bulletin, and he considers the 
patient is progressing finely.

Terrible Flood Caused dy the 
Bursting of a Rain Cloud.

Central City and Idaho Springs Razed 
by Fierce Torrents. 


CHICAGO, August 9.—A Central City spe- 
cial says the most destructive flood inthe 
bistory of the country occurred this after- 
neon. At 2:30 a heavy storm cloud appeared, 
accompanied by almost incessant thunder 
and lightning. About 4 o’clock the citizens 
were startied by almost an unearthly roar to 
the west and, almost instantly a volume of 
water between four and five feet came rush- 
ing down Nevada and Eureka streets, taking 
everything by surprise. A heavy «quartz 
team standing on the streets were over- 
turned and carried down the stream 

LIKE FEATHERS, 

tocks weighing five or six hundred pounds 
were rolled along the streets like pebbles. 
Animals and everything inthe track of the 
flood were swept away.Inanincredibly short 
time the streets were cleared of people, 
everybody seeking shelter. During the flood 
large masses of debris were carried through 
the streets at a rate of about fifteen miles an 
hour. The whole length ofthe gulches from 
Nevadaville on the one side andthe head of 
the Eureka onthe other presents to-night 

THE MOST DESOLATE SCENE. 

The roadways are entirely destroyed,in many 
places the ruts being five and six feet deep 
and extending for hundreds of yards. The 
entire length for aboutthree milesis strewn 


with debris of every kind. At several points 
between Central and Black Hawk the debris 
is piled twenty-five feet high. 
Eureka street fora distance of a quarter of 
a mile is one mass of rocks and rubbish. On 
Warn street five feet of sand is deposited. 
The flood was caused by the bursting of a 
rain cloud. The entire west of the city, the 
natural channel of the stream, became 
dammed, 

TURNING THE WATER 
into the street. The onlv loss of life known 
at present is that of Joe Berry, whose body 
was found in Blackhawk. The flood lasted 
but twenty minutes. Thefdamage is estimat- 
ed at about $50,000 sustained by the high- 
way. A number of small houses upon it 
are washed away, and many residences and 
stores flooded, and mud and sand deposits on 
the floors and the cellars to a depth of sev- 
eral feet. Advices from

say it was the severest ever felt. Seven 
bouses in Virginia Canon were carried away. 
A 6-year-old girl was drowned. Nearly all 
the railroad and country bridges between the 
forks of the creek and Idaho were swept 
away. Nearly all the houses in the business 
portion of the town were flooded and the 
streets damaged. The damage to Idaho 
will amount to $20,000. It is estimated 
it wil] take a hundred men forty-eight hours 
to repair the damage to the railroad tracks 
between Idaho and Floyd Hill. No trains are 
expected to depart or arrive in Central until 
late toemorrow. Indications point to a 
stormy night. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Becta to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, August 9.—A terrific storm cloud 
burst over Central City, Col., late yesterday, 
and immediately thereafter a volume of 
water from four to five feet deep rushed 
down Nevada and Eureka streets, sweeping 
everything beforeit. Great boulders weighing 
nearly aton were rolled around like pebble- 
stones. Immense quantities of debris were 
washed down the gulch at an incredible speed, 
and piled up in large masses all the way from 
Central City to Blackhawk, and the road- 
ways in the track of the flood are entirely de- 
stroyed. On one street a deposit of sand 
four feet deep has been left. Only one loss 
of life is reported. Reports of great damage 
by the storm also come from Idaho Springs, 
where several residences and all railroad 
and other bridges were swept away. The 
damage at Central City and Idaho Springs is 
estimated at $250,000.

The Crop One of the Largest Ever Ralsed 
in That Country. 


WASHINGTON, August 9.—Minister Foster 
writes to the Department of State under the 
date of July 18, 1881, that the Russian wheat 
crop is likely to be one of the largest ever 
raised in the empire, and that the export 
promises to be much greater than usual. It 
is statea that in the districts 
tributary to the port of Oddessa.

four yearstocome. Advices from Toganroy 
and the Caucasus show promises of a crop 
equal to that of 1874, one of the largest ever 
known in Russia; and advices from 
Moscow aftirm that it is thought 
the largest they bave bad for twenty years. 
The barvest in Central Russia, while not so 
enormous, will yield a splendid crop of excel- 
lent quality. In the southern provinces the 
grain is already cut; further north it is still 
subject todamage incident to bad weather 
and insects. From Moscow, which is 
the creat commercial center of 
Russia, it is reported that 
ali branches of business are beginning to 
revive and flourish after a long season of 
depression, solely on account of the pros- 
Pects of an abundant harvest. It will not be 
without practical political influence also, for 
much discontent in the interior has resulted 
from the hard times and short crops.

SWEET-VOICED PATTI. 


Her Proposed Visit to the United States 
— Her Early History. 


. London Letter to Chicago Times. 


The important question of whether or no 
Adelina Patti will go to America seems at 
last settled. The diva says „yes.“ the con- 
tract is signed and the artists engaged who 
are to accompany her; but who can say pos- 
itively sbe is going? Besides being a little 
capricious, the lady is used to changing her 
mind. and not a thousand, but one of many 
things alone may disband the company. send 
Patti to Russia, and drive to despair the poor 
manager who counts on owning “‘la poule aux 
oeup d'or“ for one winter at least. Mme. 
Patti refused $5,000 a night for her services, 
offered by Pollini, the director of the royal 
opera at Hamburg. She expects to make 
nearly ten thousand, andin consequence the 
artists u ho complete the troupe are of singular 
mediocrity, an aid, not one of them, a 
higher salary than 3,000 francs (+500) 
a montb. Still, considering their talent, they 
ure more than fairly treated. The company 
consists, first, besides Patti and Nicolini, of 
Mme. Caslettano, a violinist, beside whom Ca- 
mille Urso is a Paganini, she is such a disgrace- 
fully bad artist. The next great attraction is 
a contralto, Mile. Hobenschild, a singer abso- 

lutely wanting in every quality. Her voice is 
weak, her training inefficient, and the idea of 
her ever appearing asa star beside Adelina 
Patti is quite staggering. A pianist and accom- 

gnateur, and Herr Lago, one of the Covent 

arden prompters, complete the list of this 
combination, which will be managed by Mr. 
Franchi, Patti's agent. The tickets are fixed 
atthe modest price of $20 the single place, 
boxes in proportion, and, in order 
to meet the united demands of two 
such stars, it is impossible to think 
of eitber orchestra or chorus. So, as you 
mey divine, madame willsing in convert, 
not opera. It will undoubtedly be a great 
disappointment to the general public, and 
those who have seen her in some of the creat 
roles will scarcely be contented with her 
meagre concert repertory. America is not 
London, where there are twenty or thirty 
numbers on a programme, made up of the 
old ballads and songs. During eighteen 
years Patti has sung“ Kathleen Mavourneen,“ 
omin' Thro’ the Rye,’’ “Home, Sweet 
Home, Witbin a Mile o’ Edinboro’ Town.“ 
etc., and were she to sing eighteen more the 
same novelty would be repeated. It remains 
to be seen whether an American public will 
care to pay #20 a ticket to hear what can in 
no wise be a first-class concert. Patti is 
always great, either on the operatic stage or 
in the concert hall. Mr. Nicolini at fifty is 
not Mr. Nicolini at thirty-five. Never having 
been a great artist, he is now only passible on 
theygtace; still looking a handsome Romeo 
and ardent Faust, but as to his singing, 
we wil! pass that by with as little comment 
as his particular talent deserves. 


Does any one know the real story of Patti’s 
esclandre’ We think not. In justice to the 
world of art, to which she was for so long a 
time also a model of virtue, we are forced to 
believe that she herself could not have real- 
ized what she was py Not only was Nic- 
olini a married man, but a father with six 

_cbiidren, and a circus rider for a wife whom 
the French call pas commode. There are ex- 
ceeding dark stories afloat to the effect that 
the fair cyuestricnne, Mme. Nicolini, is in 
league with ber husband, to get all of the 
money they can out of Patti, and to trade on 
the peculiar * that a prima donna’s 
Caprice gives her before the world, in order 
to make as much as possible. It is certain 
that at Milan the well-known impresario 
Mr. S—— had the pleasure of caning her 
tenor Nicolini, because he not only demand- 
ed haif of the sum paid to Patti every night, 
but he alsoinsisted that when she bought 
any property it should be in his name. 
The timely intervention of Mr. S—, 
and his peculiar manner of reasoning, left 
the diva at least her own snare of what she 
had legitimately earned. May she always 
have so valuable and energetic a friend at 
hand. Far be it from my wish to interfere 
with the private life of an artist, still Mr. 
Nicolini’s oft-repeated remark, Now, we 
must make as much money as possible be- 
cause of our notoriety,” is scarcely the guar- 
untce that the American public will pay $20 a 
head to hear two great singers. The “liaison” 
is bad enough, but to make capital out of it 
isan insult to every honest woman and man 
the world over. About forty-two years ago 
in Madrid the opera of **Norma’”’ was 
drought to an abrupt termination atthe end 
of the third act. Mme. Barilli-Patti, the 
Norma of the evening, besides the two little 
tage children, came near presenting a third 
40the astonished public and the faithless 
Pollione. Before morning dawned a biack- 
eved birdling crowed in its mother’s arms, 
hut no answering song came from the parent 
throat. The voice that had charmed anid de- 
lighted the most critical audiences of Milan, 
Napies, Rome and Paris, Was gone forever. 
and the diva of to-dav. Adelina Patti, inher- 
Hod with her tirst breath a legicy that only 
sucha mother and such a singer could be- 
eHueath—a voice of gold, a natural heritage of 
sone. There is only one other artist whom | 
can eal! to mind at present who was also born 
a singer. A young Belgian prima donna, 
Mine. Devries, while singing in “Le Pro- 
. after the finale of the last act, bad but 

mreiy time to escape to the green-room when 
every one knew that she was about to be- 
come a mother. Intwo hours a tiny creature 
Was placed in her arms, and received in com- 
memoration of theevent the name of Fides 
Dene, Fides being the role sung that 
evening, and the artist still wearing the stage 
togecrs of the prophet’s unbappy parent. 
Everyone who has visited Paris since the late 
war must have heard of the little prima 
Gonna who, after Nilsson at the Grand Opera, 
has had the greatest success. Uer career was 
short, but very brilliant, and were Fides- 
Adler to return to the stage to-day, the di- 
rector of not only the Parisian, but of every 
opera bo. se on this continent, would struggle 
tO possesss a star of such worth and impor- 
tance. ier voice from earliest childhood Was 
a marvel of strength and purity, and serious 
study soon placed her at the height of her 
rofession. She became, like Patti, more 
famous than her mother, but, unlike the 
reat Italian songstress, withber voice she 
‘did not inherit the love of the stage and her 
art that Would have given her a world-wide 
reputation, and ber marriage after a few 
vears of public singing bas caused her pre- 
mature, and we fear permanent, retirement 
from the stace. 

It is true that there are many sinvers in the 
world, but there is onlyone Patti. To de- 
eeribe ber voice one must needs bea Limar- 
line. It is of so exquisite a texture and 
quality that] can not attempt, in any sort of 
juétice to nature, to mention any one person

the wildest difficulties of vocalization are to 
her the meresttrifies of song.

I think six months 
would amply cover the space of time abso- 
lutely devoted to vocal exercises. The most 
valuable of ber lessors,if I mistake not, 
she owes to a cantatrice, once resident of the 
United Statex, called Eliza Valentini, an ad- 
mirable artist, anda woman who exercised a 
tremendous power over the little songstress. 
With her Patti studied seriously,and worked, 
not like Jenny Lind did, but as best she 
(Patti) could, and with most admirable re- 
sults. Her more constant professor was her 
half-brother, Eltore Barilli, an excellent 
maestro, whose untimely death New York 
has deeply lamented, and to him she undoubt- 
edly owes a world of nnceasing patience and 
good counsel. She made her debut on the 
stage in New Orleans at the tender age of 
seventeen, singing Lucia” at the old Opera- 
house. After that a concert tour with the 
late famous Violinist Ole Bull gave her pre- 
eminence, and her immediate depart- 
ure for London aroused the thought in many 
an Ametican breast that perhaps a great star 
of the future had disappeared from the 
musical borizon of the New World. Patti was 
accompanied across the water by Mr. Maurice 
Strakosecb, her brother-in-law, the then bril- 
liant Polisb pianist. Being constantly with 
such a musician of acknowledged good taste 
and talent improved in every wav the little 
diva’s musical earand education. Everything 
in the way of preparation was done, and 
they had only been in Londona few days 
when arrangements were made for some con- 
certs, with Gottschalk—the celebrity of the 
day—Patti to receive the nightly sum of 
twelve shillings, and a pound if business was 
good. Her success was quite brilliant, and 
immediate steps were taken to secure for her 
a debut at the leading opera-house—UCovent 
Garden. She appeared on trial in “La Son- 
nambula,“ and sang with such grace and 
sweetness that her engagement was at once a 
thing of course. Mr. Frederick Gye paid £20 
a month to the little artist, who afterward 
regarded ten times the sum a night as a mere 
bagatelle. From that time up to the present 
day no artist has had such a hold upon the 
public. Not once, but fifty times, can she 
sing in the same city the repertory of the pre- 
ceding season, and each time the enthusiasm, 
if possible, is greater than on the night of her 
first appearance.

Achievements of Ira Aldrid 
Who Succeed in Strange 
Dutton Cook in Belgravia. 
Mr. Ira Aldridge, who was pleased to call 
himselfthe African Roscius and who for 
some years flourished asa tragedian, was a 
veritable negro, born onthe west coast of 
Africa, the son ofa native minister of the 
gospel. It was intended that the bey should 
follow his father’s calling and become a mis- 
sionary; for some time he studied theology at 
an American college and at Glasgow Univer- 
sity obtained several premiums anda medal 
for Latin composition. But in the end he 
adopted the profession of the stage, appear- 
ing at the Royalty Theater, in the 
east of London, and at the 
Coburg, ina round of characters ofa 
dark complexion, such as Othello, Zanga, 
Gambia, Oroonoko, Aboan and Munyo. e 
fulfilled various provincial engagements, and 
at Dublin his exertions were specially com- 
mended by Edmund Kean. At Belfast Charles 
Kean played Iagoto .fr. Aldridge’s Othello 
and Aboan to his Oroonoko. He appeared at 
the Surrey Theater, at Covent Garden and 
the Lyceum. _The dramatic critic of the 
Athen:eum in 1858 particularly noticed one 
merit of his performance of Othello; he dis- 
pensed with the black gloves usually worn by 
Othellos of the theater and displaved his own 
black hands, with “his finger-nails expres- 
sively apparent.“ He traveled upon the 
Continent and was received with e nthusiasm 
in the theaters of Germany. Princesand people 
vied in distinguishing him, crowded houses 
witnessed his performances and, honors, or- 
ders and medals were showered upon him. 
He extended his repertory of parts, playing 
Peruvian Rolla, who was no doubt dark- 
skinned, but not of African complexion. By- 
and-bv be exhibited a black Macbeth, a black 
King Lear. For him was revived the doubt- 
ful play of Titus Andronicus,” and he per- 
sonated Aaron, the Moor, to admiring audi- 
ences. On the German stage, strange to say, 
he was permitted to deliver the English text, 
while his fellow-players were confined to the 
German version of their speeches. 
lHlowever, the audiences of New York 
and Boston were similarly tolerant in 
the case of the German trage- 
dian, Herr Bogumil Davison, who played 
Othello in German to Mr. Edwin Booth’s 
lago in English. Many foreign players have 
appeared successfully upon the English 
stage speaking English or broken English. 
More rarely have Eoglish actors ventured to 
speak from the stage in a language not their 
own. In the last century, however, Mr. Bel- 
lamy, with a company of English amateurs 
who “spoke French like natives,“ presented 
the tragedies of **Andromaque,’’ Atholie“ 
and „Zaire in French at the 
Rich mond Assembly rooms, ex- 
pressly engaged and fitted up for the occa-* 
sion, some assistance being rendered by 
the Marquis deVerneuil and Madame Brilliant. 
Junius Brutus Booth, whose“ knowledge and 
accent of the French tongue’’ un American 
critic describes as “simply perfect,“ played 
‘Oreste’? in French when Andromaque“ 
was produced at the French theater, — 
Orleans, 'in a manner to rouse the wildest 
enthusiasm.“ Curiously enough Macready 
had contemplated the same feat with Rachel 
as his Andromaque or his Hermoine; but he 
abandoned the notion, satistied that although 
he might succeed in conveying- the -sub- 
stance and passion of the scenes, the minor 
beauties and more subtle meaning belonging 
to the genius of the language would certainly 
escupe him.

A Saratoga Character. 
Miss Grundy“ in the Philadelphia Times. 

One of the most remarkable characters an- 
nually seen at Saratoga since the United 
States Hotel reopened, in 1874, has been 
Henry Gwinn, a portly colored man (light 
mulatto), who has done the honors of the la- 
dies’ entrance hall and piazzas with the man- 
ners of Sir Charles Grandison and with a 
vocabulary whose polvysyllabic eloquence 
could not be surpassed in humorous sugges- 
tiveness by Mrs. Partington or Mrs. Mala- 
prop, but had the advantage of the language 
of both in its words and phrases, never being 
at variance with its meaning, while an ex- 
apgerution of those in use by ordinary mor- 
tals. Gwinn (or as he was usually 
stvied, as a concession to bis magnifti- 
cent ideas, the Professor“) has occu- 
pied a similar position in winter at the St. 
James Hotel, Jacksonville,Florida, and there, 
as well as bere, has had the cordial good-will 
of all who knew bim. His tact was as won- 
derful as his language and the gorgeous style 
of dress he adopted on state occasions. Once 
last summer a gentleman, noticing another 
smoking in a forbidden place, the ladies’ ver- 
andah, called Gwinn's attention to this trans- 
gression of the rules of the house. The latter 
approached the smoker in his blandest man- 
ner andin a moment the cigar was gone and 
evidently no offense was felt at the rebuke. 
What aid you say to him. Gwinn’’’ Lasked. 
told him,“ he replied, that the snowy 
columns were unused to rise and break on 
this piazza.’’ 

Another time when the ladies’ hall and the 
balcony also were filled with a very stylish 
company listening to the morning concert, 
Gwinn’s quick eves saw approach a party of 
very much over-dressed colored people, evi- 
dently desiring seats to hearthe music. He 
might have pointed to the printed notice that 
seats during the concert were reserved for 
the guests of the house, but a better way at 
once suggested itself to his quick intelligence, 
and, promptly advancing to the colored man 
and his female companions, Gwinn, in his 
politest manner, escorted them into the large 
parlor, Where there was no one, and where 
he seated them by the long windows in an 
excellent place to hear the music. Thus he 
avoided embarrassing the proprietors of the 
hotel, either by giving offense to the colored 
party and causing probably a public contro- 
versy, or by placing them next some aristo- 
cratic guests of the house and thus causing 
them to make complaint. 

I witnessed Gwinn’s maneuver and asked 
him if it was Piachback, of Louisiana, and 
some of his friends whom he had seated. “I 
don’t know,“ be answered, “Whether thev’se 
pinchbeck or pure gold, but I thought that 
parlor was the place for them.“ 

Such a personage as I have described of 
course must be a notable feature in any place, 
and it can be easily understood how unfeign- 
ed was the sheek of grief when last week it 
Was announced that “the Professor’ had 
been struck with paralysis ang was alarm- 
ingly ill. Not only have a large number of 
the guests of the hotels gladly contributed 
money fer his benefit, but manv ladies and 
ventiemen have visited his sick-bed to make 
sure that he has all needed attention. He is 
now better, but will not be able to resume his 
place this season.

English Smoke Consumption. 
New ork Special to the Cincinnati Gazette. 


The London Daily Telegraph has an ac- 
count of a very interesting meeting which 
was held on Tuesday at Grosvenor House, 
for the purpose of discussing the practicabil- 
ity of devising means for abating the smoke 
nuisance both inside and outside the dwell- 
ings of that enormous metropolis. Notwith- 
standing the attractions of a Ju- 
ly afternoon and the culminating 
fascinations of à fashionable season, 
some 500 ladies and gentlemen, headed by her 
Royal Highness the Princess Louise, were 
found willing to crowd the grand salons of 
the Duke of Westminster’s mansion, while 
sages discoursed on cowls and smoke-jacks, 
showers of soot, and lungs incrusted with 
fuliginous particles, register stoves and cur- 
rents of cold air. It is somewhat ofa reproach 
to us that we have notlong ago made an end 
of the smoke nuisance for good, and te re- 
member that in the early years of the present 
century a Mr. Cutter invented a smoke-con- 
suming grate, the principle of which was to 
supply tbe fuel atthe bottom, so that the 
volatile portions passing upand through the 
incandescent coal were wholly consumed. 

The committee at whose instance the 
meeting was convened commenced their re- 
port with the obviously melancholy truism 
that smoke was anuisunce in dwelling 
houses as well as in workshops and factories, 
but they were able to make the reassuring 
announcement that the Board of Trade had 
agreed to protect allthe smoke-preventing 
inventions which are to be shown at a forth- 
coming exhibition. Ultimately the meetiaꝝ 
agreed to a series of resolutions to the effect 
that the present smoky condition of atmos- 
phere in London injuriously affects the health 
and happiness of the community, besides 
disfiguring the public buildings, deteriorat- 
ing perishable fabrics, and entailing in 
various Ways unnecessary expenditure. It 
was also resolved that the meeting iat ct 
ofthe action taken by the National Health 
Society committees in promoting the exhibi- 
tion of smoke-preventing appliances at South 
Kenningston in October next.

BEHIND THE TIMES. 


The Ludicrous Fire Department of 
Paris—Stupidity Personified. 
Paris Letter to Chicago Tribune. 


I had just seated myself comfortably, put 
on my slippers, and lighted a cigar, after a 
hard day’s work at sight-seeing, when I was 
aroused by frantic shrieks from the rear part 
of the house, and, on rushing out to discover 
the cause, found the back buildings and 
court-yard — 8 in a dense cloud of 
smoke. I soon discovered that the coach- 
bouses and stables next door were on fire. 
The hay and straw were blazing fircely. 
which added tothe terror and panic of the 
inhabitants of adjoining buildings. Having 
often heard of the dilatory manner of the 
Parisian firemenin extinguishing fires, the 
first thought was to pack our belongings and 
then calmly await events. The 
first alarm was about 8 o’clock,—the 
right was fine and clear, with littl wind— 
and in about thirty minutes a few “‘pompiers,”’ 
or firemen, appeared onthe scene, splendidly 
dressed, with brass helmets glittering in the 
gaslights, who, taking a look at the fire, placed 
a half-dozen policemen on guard and retired 
in good order, returning in about fifteen min- 
utes with a company of perbaps thirty men, 
all similarly attired, carrying torches, the 
streets being made almost as light as day, and 

ulling through the streets, with much shout- 

ng and loud cries—what’? Of course, any one 
would say a fire-engine. By no means, my 
verdant friend; a small cart carrying a barrel 
of water! 

While these proceedings were taking place, 
the police had extemporized a dam by taking 
up a few stones of the gutter and obstructing 
the flow of water: and, calling for all the 
buckets, pots, and pails the adjoining kiteh- 
ens and stables could furnish, they collared 
every man they could lay their hands on, and 
a them to fall in line, and dipping 
up the water from the gutter, passed it from 
hand to hand to throw on the blazing fire, 
which by this time, to use an Americanism, 
was going it at its level best. I tell you it was 
fun alive to see the noble () firemen exerting 
themselves, not in aiding in putting out 
the fire, but in capturing — luckless 
looker-on who showed his face within a hun- 
dred yards of the fire, an compelling him to 
form in line and pass along buckets of water. 
Some of the scenes I witnessed were most 
ludicrous. It was not, as with us, a rg 
gle and desire to assist and be helpful in 
such cases; but, with the Parisians, the mo- 
ment a glittering helmet appeared outside of 
the inclosed hallway leading to the stables, 
they would scatter like a flock of sheep (as 
they were), and it took sharp running, and 
often a sharper struggle, to force the cowards 
into line. Many of the women, to the shame 
of the men, took part in passing water. Oc- 
vasionally a Parisian dandy would 
come tripping along, dressed within 
an inch of his life, and perfumed, and waxed, 
and oiled foran evening call, or on his way 
to the theater perhaps; and the struggles 
and tears. and pleadings of the perfumed 
darling were pitcous to see and hear; but re- 
lentless fate, in the shape of a burly fireman 
with a glittering belmet, had chosen him for 
a victim, and he was rnthlesly shoved into 
the dripping and bedraggled line of bucket- 
passers, where, in the blazing light, his fine 
store- clothes received a drenching as each 
pail of muddy water passed on the way to the 
fire. I doubt if an old-clothes man would 
have paid him five francs for that suit when 
he was released from the Hine. 

It was now after 10 o’clock, and the fire had 
burned itself out, there being no more food 
fur the flames—for the idea thata few buckets 
of water could have extinguished such a fire 
is ridiculous. Towards the elose of the fire a 
small hand-engine was brought upon the 
ground, but its feeble services availed but 
little except to consume the barrels of water 
whicb the faithful“ pompiers“ hauled to the 
ground every half hourorso. This fire oc- 
curred on one of the most beautiful and fash- 
ionable avenues of the city, and was sur- 
rounded by massive and beautiful private 
residences, filled with eostly furniture and 
precious works of art; and at almost every 
fifty feet were attachments of hose used in 
watering the streets, and yet not one of these 
many Water-openings was utilized, but all 
the water not scooped up from the gutters 
was carried eitherin pails or barrels. After 
the fire, one of the exhausted (7%) firemen 
was invited into the dining-room of our 
apartments, and regaled with some cream- 
cakes. Considering the amount of hard labor 
he bad performed, the food was suflicient in 
quantitv and quality to recuperate his 
strength. 

venture to say there is not a town of 1,000 
inhabitants in Illinois which is not better 
prepared to put out a fire than is this far- 
famed City of Paris. They have no fire de- 
partments here worthy the name. Hence, in 
nearly all their tires the contents of the 
building prove a total loss—the thickness of 
the walls alone preventing the spreading of 
the fire to the adjoining buildings.

One of the victims was the dis- 
tincuished ship-builder Henry Evkford 
Barker, who wos the Jay Gould of 
his dav, and hence has left a permanent 
memory. Stokes remem ered the Exch inge 
junk, which Barker founded at the close of 
the last war with Great Britain, when gen- 
eral inflation prevailed. In three vearse 
the bank was closed amid the dismay 
of business men, who were in many 
instances ruined by the panic which 
followed. Barker was recognized as the 
reat financier ofthe ace, but his schemes 
were too far advanced to succeed. eco 
Barker was succeeded by Jacob Little, Whose 
rise and fall came under Stokes’ observation 
The latter, indeed, saw a greater (range of 
financial talent in Wall street than 
any other of its habitues. hi:

then came the diminutive Stephen Whitney, 
whose wealth was reckoned next the former.

The Kind of Wives Some Men Seem to 
Require. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. 


The Campbell lawsuit is rather warm work 
for octogenarians, the plaintiff indeed being 
now on the wrong side of that venerable age. 
Sheis the oldest woman that ever began a 
legal process in our courts, and it is sad to 
see man and wife thus fighting for property 
in life’s latter day. The plain- 
tiff admits giving the defendant 

25,000 to induce him to become her 
busband, but alleges that he afterward got 
access to ber deposits and took more than 
double that sum. Thisis one of the boldest 
sales of human chattels since the emancipa- 
tion Proelamation, and when a man sells 
himself in this manner he need not be sur- 
prised at unpleasant consequences. On 
the other hand, when a woman 
obtains a husband by a fee even 
of $25,000 she need not be surprised if he 
oversteps the figures when he gets hold of her 
pocketbook. If, indeed, it be a case of mere 
money, the more of it the _ better. 
This seems to be the simplest explanation 
of the affair. Speaking of marriage, it 
is surprising to see what notions some people 
hold onthe subject. Mrs. Campbell, having 
bought ber husband for $25,000,1s determined 
to hold him tothe figures nominated in the 
bend. The venerable bride has a Shylock eve 
to the exactness of the cou- 
tract. This leads me to an- 
other case in which the advertiser displays 
bis precise idea of the requisites of a wife. 
W bat a euriosity, indeed, in the line of ecourt- 
ship!

must be of jovial disposition, fond of music, 
able to sing, between 30 and 40 years of age, 
sound in mind and body, liberal in religion 
and no Becky Sharp. One answering the 
above description address ‘*No Ties or Rela- 
tions,’’ box 24 , stating where an interview 
can take plaece.’”’ 

The advertiser is evidently some ogre who 
wants no relative to interfere, as sometimes 
oceurs in cases of domestie wrongs. He 
wants a knowledge of medicine in his wife, 
probably as a qualification fer nursing 
him, and he knows that sound- 
ness of mind and body will be essen- 
tial to the slavery whieh will be required. Mu- 
sic, too, is a requisite—as though such a pro- 
posal would not freeze melody out of exist- 
ence, While the applicant must be liberal in 
religion, as the latter (in its full power) temds 
to the elevation the sex. 
I do not wish to diseourage applicants, 
and yet I must say that have not 
met an\thing since my early reading of Blue 
Beard that so completely suggests selfishness 
and possible cruelty asthis very advertise- 
ment. With regard to the influence of rela- 
tives, the following fact is worth considera- 
tion: In a proper state of development 
it tends to expand the noblest ele- 
ment in our nature. Hence it is 
commonly remarked that an only son is gen- 
erally selfish, and this also applies to an only 
daughter, though in each ease there are strik- 
ing exceptions. Itis one of the redeeming 
features in the character of Napoleon that he 
was interested in the promotion of his brothers 
and sisters, though his ambition rendered 
himtyrannicalin the extreme.

Opium Smoking, 
Good Pi, Ching-Tow and Other 
Gambling Devices.

„Sunday with the Chinese,” was the com- 
mission a POST-DISPATCH reporter was as- 
signed the other day. A Sabbath might cer- 
tainly be spent more piously, but scarcely in 
amore unusual way than diving about the 
dens and “‘chin-chinning” the almond-eyed 
foreigners,whose dives can be found in every 
second square from Washington avenue to 
Market street, and from Sixth to Twelfth 
streets. The located Celestial as a laundry- 
man and the same as the _ proprietor 
of the household, usually situated 
in the rear of his wash-bouse, are two entire- 
ly different individuals. The social visitor 
must give John a strong story to gain access 
to the board and bed department of his estab- 
lishment.

put by white men, he has learned to respect 
Sunday and do no servile work. On that day 
the Chinamen of St. Louis attend services at 
the Young Men’s Christian Association Hall, 
where some charitabie ladies and gentlemen 
have, with some success, undertaken to 
teach them the fundamental principles 
of Christianity in connection with some plain 
but necessary accomplishments in the way of 
speaking the English language correctly. He 
receives his visitors, smokes and gambles. 
In.this way the Sabbath day is spent by the 
Mongolian residents of the Future Great. 
When the scribe arrived at Oum Wah’s quar- 
ters on Seventh, near the corner of Chestnut 
street, tbe host was patiently waiting for his 
customers to call for their clothes. A hotel 
clerk does not receive a parcel in amore busi- 
ness-like way than John Chinaman dees his 
washing. On receiving the clothes he writes 
out two checks in Chinese characters; one of 
these he gives to the customer, and the other 
he ties on the bundle of dirty clothes. 

If that check is lost the chances of the un- 
fortunate loser ever recovering his linen 
again are one in a very large figure. While 
in Oum Wah’s Sunday a man who looked 
as if he could not lose a shirt without feeling 
tbe loss called to redeem his linen with 15 
cents. He had lost his check, and though he 
could describe every speck of lemon juice or 
tobacco spit on it, it was no go. Oum Wah

ab check.” Officer William Henley happened 
about at this gloomy stage of the game, and, 
being convinced that the man owned the linen 
he signed Oum Wah’s account-book, putting 
down the ‘number of his star for 
additional reference.

The 
tobacco pipe was somewhat similar to an 
opium pipe. The body is made of cane one 
inch in diameter at eitherend. One end was 
open forthe mouth. About six inches from 
one extremity of this cane and twelve inches 
from the other a small brass tube entered it 
at an angle of 45 degrees. The first 
operation was to fill the pipe with 
water. This flowed out until it 
barely covered the end of the brass tube in 
the cane. He then took some Chinese tobacco, 
which greatly resembles fine-cut chewing 
tobacco,in one hand,and rolling it intoa good- 
sized pill, put it in the end of the brass por- 
tion. Witha match be lighted a long piece of 
twisted paper, which burned slowly without 
blazing. With this he lit the tobacco, inhual- 
ing the air between his mouth and thesur- 
face of the water, which was just over the 
point where the inclined brass tube joined 
the wood. In this way he madea vacuum 
which filled with smoke, that passed down 
the bowl and up through the water into 
the smoker’s mouth. As soon as the 
man tasted the smoke he expelled the burn- 
ing ball of tobacco with a puff, and inhaled, 
at the same time filling the pipe with fresh 
air. He enjoyed two puffs from each pill of 
tobaceo. After repeating this several times 
he laid aside the pipe, from which a quart of 
water flowed. 

Hee Lee’s place on Market, near Sixth 
street, was next visited. Three or four 
Chinamen lounged about the laundry, talk- 
ing. Attheentrance of the reporter, Hee 
quietly, but rapidly, walked to a partition 
doorinthe back of the wash-house, from 
which the sounds of striking bones issued, 
commingled with Chinese, as spoken by 
four men at the same time. Mr. Hee’s move- 
ment was quick but did not escape notice. 
By walking directly to him and suddenly 
shooting for the door, which swung in on be- 
ing pushed, the inside room was gained. It 
Was lighted by a single candle burningin a 
cup ontop of acold stove. A few rays of 
sunshine found their way into che den 
through arickety frame structure on the out- 
side and a flight of stairs. On a table near 
the stove a tea chest covering was spread, 
making a very desirable plaving table. Four 
men in adecidedly undress attire and one 
nude to the Waist sat playing. 
On the table were thirty-two rectangular 
blocks of wood, dotted alike and in quality re- 
sembling dominoes, only very much larger. 
Half of them were dotted with white and 
half with red. Under an inverted china cup 
lay two dice. In small tin pie-plates at each 
man’s elbow were circular pieces of thin iron 
which resembled money. One man shook the 
cup, and, raising it, found the dice six and two. 
The next mao threw two and two, and the 
game began. All the blocks were piled four 
high, face downward. Each took eizht blocks, 
und then the playing began. Some threw out 
one block, others two, some face upward, 
some downward. In less than thirty seconds 
the blocks had all been — on the table 
and each man went to bis money pan. This 
Was repeated several times. When asked what 
was the name of the game one of the men 
turned about on his stool and said, Oh jist 
folfun.” Hee Lee said, Just like poker.” 
Ina room still further back in this place was 
u table fully five feet from the ground. It was 
loaded with opium lamps and pipes and 
coffee pots. This might serve 4 
double purpose both for eating 
and for a game called Ching-tow, which is not 
played very frequently in this city. In the cen- 
ter of this large table u small board is placed 
and on this the banker places a handful of 
chips and immediately covers them with atin 
so that the players cannot calculate the num- 
ber there. The sides of the table are marked 
|, 2, 3 and 4, and on these sides the players 
range themselves, placing their stakes before 
them and announcing the amount the bet 
The croupier then removes the lid an 9 with 
an ivory rod, removes four chips at a time 
until four or less remain, from the 
heap. If ‘one chip remains, the 
player who has his money up on 
the side of the small board marked one wins. 
If two or three remain he saves his stake 
and if four remain he loses. His chance of 
winning is one in four. There are three other 
varieties of Ching-tow. They are called Nim. 


Fau and Kok. At Nim the gambter has one 
chance of winning his stake, one of 
saving it and two of losing it. Ifhe bets on 
two and two remain be gets double his bet. 
It three remain he saves his money, but, one 
or four remaining, he loses. Playing Fau, 
there is one chance of winning three 
times the stake and three los- 
ling. Kok is ie faro. The amount 
the player wants to bet is put at 
one corner between two numbers. If the 
number of — left in the heap after lesseing 
each time by four corresponds to either of 
the numbers between which the player has 
placed his stake,he receives the amount equai 
to it. But should the remainder correspond 
with either of the other numbers his cash is, 
in an American phrase, blowed in bad.“ 
Following a Chinaman from Ninth and 
Chestnut in through a side entrance on the 
south side of the street between Eighth and 
Ninth, a reporter found himself inthe back 
room of Hop Long's place. 
Dinner was not quite ready, and as some val- 
uable ideas might be drawn from a Chinese 
bill of fare, he tarried for a few moments. 
The beer was broughtin a large tin bucket 
and distributed in bowls which stood at each 
eater’s elbow. In the middle of the table 
were two dishes, a large one containing half 
a dozen chickens stewed, anc a smaller one 
containing a gravy or sauce. In front of each 
diner was a bowl apparently filled with 
boiled rice. In the middle of the table lay a 
handful of chop-sticks, each about the thick- 
ness of a lead pencil and eighteen inches 
long. When one picked up two chop-sticks 
and placed them in his right hand 
where he could use them, the others followed 
suit. Five pairs of chop--ticks would be in the 
dish of stewed chicken at one moment and 
the next five pairs of chop-sticks with five 
ieces of chicken would be in the gravy. 
V ben this dixh was exhausted the rice bowls 
were attacked. After taking afew mouths- 
ful from these it was evident that they con- 
tained more than rice. The entrails of the 
chicken had been boiled toa drab color, and 
this was what was under the rice. About 11 
o’clock Sunday night another call was made in 
this neighborhood on Jo Gee, Who lives one 
door west of Hop. A regular Chinese picnic 
was in progress there. Four men sat around 
the table playing the block game above de- 
scribed. Jo Gee is a very intelligent China- 
man, and when asked about the game he said: 
Tbat is the Chinese dominoes. We call it 
good-pi. In this eity we don’t play for mon- 
ey very often. Sometimes they play for mon- 
ey and win much.“ Ona bunk in one corner 
of the room two Chinamen lay on either side 
of an opium lamp, passing the pipe between 
them. They looked absently onthe animat- 
ed scene presented by nearly twen- 
ty Chinamen who were assembled there 
and were preparing to tackle 
some more good-pi. Two men were smoking 
tobacco witb their immense pipes. The others 
lounged about preparing some opium. Half 
an hour was spent here. The tobacco smok- 
ers continued to refill their pipes, the opium 
smokers Chit“ the pipe alternately, and the 
game of good-pi went on without a stop. One 
player would have the chipsin his van one 
minute and another at another. When the 
playing was over,the men scattered about 
the city at nearly one o clock and went to 
their respective homes, where the wash tub 
and the iron will take their attention for six 
days more. 


IHE TINNERS. 


They Will Ask for More Pay on Thurs- 
day Morning. 


The members of the Tin and Sheet Iron 
Workers’ Union are dissatisfied with present 
prices, and it is thought that a strike will be 
inaugurated on Thursday morning vext. The 
bistory of the movement dates back about 


four months, at which time it was thought 
that a uniform scale of prices 
ought to be adopted. Suchathing asa uni- 
orm rate of wages did not exist then, nor 
does it now, and if a strike occurs 
this will be the cause of it. Last 
spring a meeting was called by the 
workmen in the various * in the city, 
and the foremeninvited to be present and 
assist in making out a price-list. After the 
list was completed the foremen with- 
drew for the workmen to adopt 
it, but before that was effected some changes 
were made to which the foremen would not 
subscribe. Thus the matter is still open. 
The union will meet at Tivoli Hall to-mor- 
row evening to decide upon a 
course of action. It is thought 
by some of the foremen that a compromise 
list can be agreed upon and thus avoid the 
alternative of a strike. The union is over 
300 strong. 

Mr. Frank Fischer, wholesale tinsmith, of 
No. 619 North Main street, meeting a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning, 
said in regard to the trouble 
in the tin trade: I do not think that the 
merits of the matter have been prop- 
erly represented through the press. Only 
one side has been heard. We employ twen- 
ty-two hands, and atten hours a day these 
men earn from 15 to $18 per 
week, Two men are emploved 
steadily all the year round, and the others can 
get work forthe whole year except about 
four weeks. The men ask for such an ad- 
vance that in order to grant it the trade would 
be drawn away from the city. The goods 
can be furnished from New York at less rates 
than the proposed advance for labor. 
Ilowever Willing we might be 
to increase Wages, we have to study the com- 
petition in this class of trade, and it 
would be impossible to give assortment tin- 
ners such wages as they ask, $5 to S6 a dav, 
and keep the trade in our fingers.“

Did you ever try fly-paper?“ 

“If you wish to get me raving mad, and see 
me fall in a fit, we oe into a brier-bush, or 
go and hang myself out under one of those 
trees where the flies can get at me, just men- 
tion 
wish!“ 

„Mau hate fly-paper as much as you do the 
flies?“ : 

„Nearly; I bought, last summer, I don’t 
know how many sheets of fly-paper, and 

lastered every room inthe house with them. 

‘bere was scarcely an article of furniture 
whieh hadn’t its one, two are three pieces 
of sticky, humbug fly-paperon it. I hung 
them tothe wails and ceilings, and even 
tacked them to pictures, bed-posts and doors. 
It was fiv-paper here, tly-payer there, and 
tiv-paper everywhere.

Nathan Prettyman Killed in Frus- 
trating His Daughter’s 
Blopement. 


The Statement Made by Chas. W. Curry, 
the Girl’s Lover. 


When the Police Commissioners entered 
upon their crusade against the social evila 
few days ago one of the objective points was 
Piee street, between Eleventh and Twelfth. 
A hotbed of vice in that locality has long 
promised to be fruitful in crime. The re- 
spectable element has been dwindling stead- 
ily under the influence of frequent brawls 
and disgraceful street scenes until the 
lawless inhabitants had things pretty 
much theirown way. Decent people who 
remained in the block, clinging to the reputa- 
tion of the past, when such families as that of 
Judge Treat’s made the row one of eminent 
respectability, hailed with gladness the news 
that the authorities had resolved to weed out 
the tares. The work of reform was begun, 
but not in time to avert one horrible tragedy, 
which in all its phases must be conceded to be 
the natural result of the social taint. 

A HOUSE OF MOURNING. 

The three-story brick dwelling No. 1125 
Pine street, is a house of mourning to-day. 
The body of Nathan Prettyman lies in 
the front parlor awaiting the Coroner, the 
face bruised and blackened and the back of 
the head cut and contused. It is a sickening 
scene to look upon, with the wailing of a 
widow and six children for a dirge. Sarah 


Prettyman, the eldest child, is a fugitive, and 
has been since her father received his death- 
wounds last evening. Her lover, Charles W. 
Curry, is a prisoner at the Four Courts, with 
the awful responsibility of life-taking resting 
upon him. And this is all the legitimate re- 
sult of the demoralization of society which 
prevails. 

The dead man was only 36 years old, but 
his name will recall himto many people. 
Prettyman had lived long enough to have seen 
He was 
once 

A UNITED STATES DETECTIVE 
of considerable note, and was recognized as 
possessing considerable ability in his line of 
work. Of late years drink has too often 
ot the better of him, and, without any regu- 
ar occupation of the head of the household, 
the Prettymans bave subsisted on the revenue 
of the boarding-house ay kept at No. 1125. 
The block is acollectionof boarding-houses 
some kept in reputable manner, but othersjrun 
as unscrupulously as regards the character of 
inmates as any place of brazen infamy. There 
are doors in the block which open at all hours 
of the day and night, to pass the human 
wretches who call these places homes. These 
fallen creatures have their male parasites, a 
degree lower than themselves, who are to be 
found on the corners after nightfail, and who 
come and go with perfect freedom. The keep- 
ers of these houses shut their eyes to the char- 
acter of those who a their board bills, 
and vice flourishes onthe grisette order. It 
is not necessary to class the Prettyman 
boarding-house as among the respectable or 
the disreputable. Enough is said when the 
assertion is made that last night’s tragedy is 
to be credited to the general leveiing of social 
barriers, 
CURRY 

is a painter by trade. He was among the 
Prettyman boarders last winter and associat- 
ed intimately with a woman inthe house, so 
the statements of the neighbors run, who 
might or might not have been 
Mrs. Curry. The e.dest of 
the Prettyman children is Sarah, aged 16, a 

irl forward in her manner, well developed 
or her age and not unattractive. Sue had 
not lived long enough to havea bad name as 
many others of her sex about her had earned, 
but was drifting toward the brink. Between 
this girl and Curry there developed an inti- 
macy which did not escape the observation of 
her parents. They cautioned her 
to beware, so the mother says, 
again and again. The painter was 
attentive, and the girl was partial to him. It 
was in vain that they urged upon her Curry’s 
character asregards women. It was current 
goselp in the neighborhood that the painter 

ad a wife living somewhere, and the girl was 
told that her lover only meant her ruin. 
Curry continued to visit the house, as if he 
was a recular inmate, in defiance of the wishes 
of the rest of the family. Last night he went 
to the house, about eight o’clock, and en- 
gaged Sarah in conversation with him. 
They were standing in the hall, and 
after some minutes Mrs. Prettyman, 


seeing a manifestintention on the part of the | 


girl to leave the house with Curry, came for- 
ward and 
BADE HER GO BACK. 

No attention was paid to the parental request 
and Mrs. Prettyman went in search of her 
husband, and sent him to interfere. Coming 
forward, Mr. Prettyman said, Sarah, go into 
the kitchen and help your mother.” This 
seemed to determine the girl on the course 
she should take. She started toward the door 
and her father attempted to detain her, but 
she dodged his grasp and ran down the steps, 
Curry preceding her, but saying little or 
nothing. 

At the foot of the steps Prettyman again 
commanded his daughter to return to the 
house and not to “go off with that drunken 
loafer.“ This occurred in front of the door 
onthe north side of Pine street, about tifty 
feet from the mouth of the alley. Prettyman 
made no attempt to attack Curry at this time. 
The girl walked up the street, and Curry 
wentalong across the alley and stopped in 
front of a shoemaker’s — to chat with two 
or three young men boarding in the vicinity. 
The apse of time from the 
hard words in (front of the door 
until Prettyman made his appearance on the 
pavement with a revolver in his hand was 
very brief. He walked rapidlyltoward Curry, 
who, seeing the weapon and the threatening 
manner, sprang to meet him, and the two 
men clinched in the mouth of the alley. Rich- 
ard Bayliss, with whom Curry had been talk- 
ing, saw the 

GLEAM OF THE WEAPON, 
and when the obs ie begun he interfered so 
far as to wrench the pistol from Pret- 

and throw it in the 
open door of the shoemaker’s shop. 
Curry was the better man in a rough and 
tumble struggle, and he downed Prettyman 
with such force that the latter’s head struck 
the paving stones with athud. Before Bay- 
liss, ex-Officer Dickson and others who were 
close at hand could interfere Curry had used 
his boot-heel on Prettyman’s head several 
times. Katie Prettyman, a girl of 14, tried 
to help her father, and the mother likewise 
rushed to the rescue, but Curry was soon 
pulled off and held until Officer John Evan 
came up, when he was taken to the Four 
Courts. 

Prettyman was helped up. He seemed 
somewhat dazed, but, ss he was able to walk 
to the house with some assistance, it was not 
thought that the injuries were serious, 
getting inside he relapsed into un 


ess, and then the famil 
One after another three physicla $ were sum- 
moned, until Drs. Ware, Funkhouser and 
Blake had tried their powers in vain. It was 
a plain case of concussion of the brain. 
At 2 o’clock this morning Pretty- 
man died without having made any 
statement. Indeed, from tbe time 
he entered the house not half a dozen words 
escaped his lips. 
SARAH PRETTYMAN 
disappeared. and uptoa late hour to-day 
nothing was known by her mother as to her 
whereabouts. She has an aunt, Mrs. Hannah 
Doyle, living at No. 3535 Chestnut street, and 
a call was made there this morning, but 

Mrs. Doyle said she had seen nothin 
of the girl. Mrs. Prettyman spent severa 
bours to-day looking for Sarah, without avail. 
The afflicted woman gave a reporter the ver- 
sion of the trouble inthe house andon the 
street as printed above. She says further 
that after Curry bad been taken from her 
busband and before the officer came he said 
toher: “G—d d——n vou, if I haven't fin- 
ished the old man, I’m going to do it before 
morning,“ and added a threat to settle with 
her. Mrs. Prettyman says her husband was 
about 40 years of age. When Egan took 
Curry to the Four Courts the impression 
was that Prettyman had sustained no very 
serious hurt, and as it appeared to be only a 
case of assault and battery, Curry was 80 
charged and bail taken for him. As soon as 
the critical condition of the injured man was 
made known Sergeant Sam Boyd and Patrol- 
man Fine instituted a vigorous search, and at 
2:30 this morning affected the arrest. Curry 
was found in company with aninmate of a 
house on Chestnut and Eleventh kept * a 
woman known as Norma the Gypsy. he 
creature in whose presence Curry was found 
is known as Mollie, and said to a reporter 
that she had known the young painter for 
several years. He came to the house last 


| evening and was much intoxicated: She had 


never seen him so drunk before,she says, and 
knew at once something had happened, but 
he refused to say more than that he had been 
in trouble. Norma, the keeper of the house, 
said that Mrs. Prettyman came there this 
morning and wanted to know if her daugh- 
ter was there. I gave her a hard talking to 
for intimating such a thing. I told her ! 
bad a young daughter myself, and that soon-

THE PRISONER. 


Charles Curry, the young man arrested for 
the murder, has been a boarder at Pretty- 
man’s house for some considerable time. He 


is about 27 years of age, a sprichtly-looking, | 


short-baired blonde, of medium stature. He 
bore a genteel appearance, dressed neatly and 
was somewhat of an athlete. By trade 
he is a painter and has always had steady 
work and good wuges at the down town 
establishments. His acquaintance among 
mechanics Was wide, and among the boys 
around the street corners he bore the repu- 
tation of being harmiess and inoffensive, but 
that if aroused he was well able to take care 
of himself and could use his fists freely if 
necessary. 

He spent his money freely and sought the 
society of the men who hang on the skirts of 
the demi-monde and frequent variety the- 
aters. His father occupies the position of 
watchman at Eugene Jaccard & Co.’s, and 
his family connections are highly respectable. 
Some time since he made an effort 
to get on the fire department, and 
used all the influence which he could com- 
mand among saloon-keepees, constables and 
— down town, but was unsuccess- 
ul, 

CURRY CHATS. 


Curry told the following story when called 
on inthe hold-over of the Central District 
Station this poten $ **Yesterday a crowd of 
us men went out fishing in East St. Louis. 
I was with Prettyman, bought the minnows 
and paid for the boat. Onthe way back we 
began drinking and were all pretty full. We 
got home alittle after six o’clock. We left 
Prettyman over there. In the evening we 
were standing on the outside walk, when 
Prettvman came out with a revolver in his 
hand. He came towards me and I knocked 
him down.” 

What did he say when he cameup to 
where you were standing?“ 

Myself and a young man named Bayless 
and another named Dickson were standing in 
front of the shoe shop, about tbree doors east 
of Prettyman’s house. don’t know what 
be said. I was tight. He made some re- 
mark and I replied. I don’t know what 

said. All I remember is 
in the fight I was on top, and 
IsupposeI must have kicked him in the 
face. He has been drunk for eight months 
and he died of whisky instead of the kick- 
ing. 

„Had he anv reason to assault you?!“ 

„No, he had no more reason than you would 
to draw arevolver now and have me knock 
you down. When we were on the ground I 
held his hand outand Dickson or Bayless 
wrenched it out of his hands. I can’t remem- 
ber what he said,but I think Dickson or Bay- 
less, Who are my witnesses, could tell you.“ 

„Had you been going with Prettyman’s 
daughter?“ 


„No, I was living in the house and used to 
see her once in a while and talk to her. We 
were not running together. He was always 
raising a row. At night he used to put out the 
light and sharpena knife and threaten to 
kill bis wife. He usedto abuse his wife and 
daughters and call them all sorts of names.“ 

Further than this Curry said he was unable 
to say anything about the difficulty. He said 
he saw the doctor after he had attended 
Prettyman and he said that Prettyman had 
probably died of drinking whisky. Curry is 
twenty-one years of age, a painter by trade, 
and single according tothe statement made 
by him at Central District Station when ar- 
rested at the altercation, after which he was 
released and rearrested when Prettvman 
died. He did considerable work for the 
School Board when in business for himself, 
but has of late been working for George 
Pesch. 

KATIE PRETTYMAN’S VERSION. 


At the Coroner’soflice Katie Prettyman, 
a 14-year-old daughter of the deceased, who 
is one ofthe principal witnesses, was seen 
and her story obtained. She flatly contradicta 
the other witnesses in relation to the revolver. 
“My ma told me to tell Sallie to come in. 
She and Curry were talking in the hallway. I 
told her that ma wanted her to come into the 
house, but she did mind me; so 1 
went back and told pa that Sallie would not 
come in. He got up and went ,out and then 
Sallie jumped out of the hail and went on the 
sidewalk with Curry.

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The Exporters Denounce the Action 
of the Exchange.

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Heavy Dealers Preparing to Leave 
the St. Louis Market. 


Violated Contracts Complained of at 
Home and Abroad. 


The action of the Board of Directors of the 
Merchanta’ Exchange in lowering the grades 
of wheat has provoked a very heated discus- 
sion upon the floor. A census of the heaviest 
houses to the trade would show that the 
large dealers are almost invariably opposed 
tothe reduction, while the small fry seem to 
be way short and to welcome a 
move which will put three cents 
a bushel upon all the futures sold into their 


pockets. A Post-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning determined to investigate the case, 
and after much inquiry got to the following 
results: 

Mr. Web.M. Samuel was met with a bundle 
of telegrams in his hands, and although in 
an awfu! hurry, he found him to express bim- 
self about thus: This whole question re- 
solves itself into the point whether the Ex- 
change has the right to alter and 
change values. They prepose to 
make us take an article just 
worth three cents less than what we 
bought, and let us go entirely without pro- 
tection. I have been selling the new wheat 
largely in Europe; in fact, for years past, we 
have been educating Europe up to the belief 
that they could get better grades of grain in 
St. Louis than anywhere else in America, and 
now they propose to give them a worse wheat 
than that which they bought.’’ 

„Has much of this new wheat been bought 
for Europe? 

„Mes, European buyers have seen the sam- 
ples of the old No.2, and bought freely on 
the supposition that that was what they were 
buying. Now we each have to give them 
what they did not buy. It has taken us 
years to build up the export trade of this 
eity, but a breach of faith like this will break 

t down at once.“ 

„Mou look on it as a violation offcontract?”’ 

„ do. In fact it is nothing less. Suppose I 
sold you aten-room house for $10,000 and 
then delivered you asix-room establishment 
in full of all your claim on me; you would not 
think you were being fairly treated, and the 
next time you wanted to buy you would go 
tosome one else.” 

‘*}Hlave you any recourse ?”’ 

„We have. We have not yet talked this 
matter over thoroughly among ourselves, but 
there must be some remedy. If 
the Exchange causes us a dead loss we cer- 
tainly can recover from the Excaange.”’ 

Will customers take this No. 2?” 

No, they will not.” 

MR. LOUIS ROTH, 

representing the house of Louis Dreyfus & 
Co., of Paris, France, was next met. Said 
he: I object to this change, because I have 
experienced the impossibilitv of shipping a 
poorer grade than the old No. 2, either by 
steam orsail. I have sentabetter grade of 
grain than the new No. 2 across by steamer 
in March, and it arrived hot, 
** the strict No. 2, was safe even by 
sail. 

But it is Said the farmers want their 
grain to grade as well here as in New York.” 

*‘*The grade makes no difference, it is the 
money they want, if your merchants want 
their grain the proper way to bidfor it is by 
offering more money not by prostituting your 
inspection. Youcan call wheat any grade 
you like, but you won’t get farmers to send 
it to you unless you pay them the best price 
for it.“ 

“Ts our No.3 as good as the New York 
No.2 “They say it is, but it isn’t. 
We exporters are not so stupid 
as to come here and give you from six to 
eight cents more for your wheatif wecould 

tthesame thing cheaper in New York. 

ey say, too, that the Toledo No. 2 is lower 
than our recent No.2. This is not so. I have 
been in every elevatorin Toledo and their No. 
2 is as good as and really cleaner than ours. 
While the No. 2 of New York and Baltimore 
is better than the new No. 2.” 

ou seem rather disheartened by this ac- 
tion of the Board.
